At the residence of Mr. Joba Ellis, Cal- 
gary, Mr. William Dodd, of Birkenhead, 
Cheshire County, Eng., who died this 
morning, was secretary of the Liberal As- 
sociation of Birkenhead. He came to this 
countey as agent or reporter for the press 
assomation of the City of Chester, and bad 
already travelled extenmvely in the inter— 
est of the press before he was taken dowo 
with the sickness which resulted fatally, 
while yet in the prime of lite, being only 
about 35 years of age at the times of his 
death.

Mr, Dodd was a 
married man his wife being in England, 
but leaves no children, The doctor who at-
